It 
was of smooth granite in a beautiful 
rounded shape in ihe natural form it 
was found in and covered with the best 
style of Lenza calligraphy, and orna- 
mented with inscribed flowers and Tan- 
tric symbols. It was beautiful. A fever of 
acquisition overcame me. I said to Nema, 
our Sherpa guide, *ask the Lama if he

LOFT/TEMPERATURE RANGE: The thickness, or loft, of a sleeping bag is a rough indicator of the 
warmth it will give. Loft figures in this catalog are measurements of total thickness through 

the bag as it lies on the ground. Physical conditions and individual body-warmth vary, so 
temperature ranges given are, at best, an average. We want to emphasize that insulation from 
cold ground is most important, for neither goosedown nor differential construction are of any avail 


on the bottom. A foam or ensolite pad is recommended.

Candidly, we introduced the Omni as a concession to mummy-haters. It proved so 
versatile in its first year, and response was so warm, we've now given it serious 
design-attention.

MATERIALS: All nylon fabrics and extra strong threads. All zippers are molded nylon; 
door zippers are #7 size, eliminating jamming or failure. 


CONSTRUCTION: Our tents are carefully constructed. All panels are joined on a 
double-needle machine using a lap-seam folder for the utmost strength. Catenary 
cuts are used in all side panels to eliminate sag, reducing flutter in wind. Lower side 
and end panels are all made of coated material to keep inside of tent dry. All 
attaching points usé spur grommets and points of strain are reinforced. 


POLES: Aluminum angle poles all have shock-cord interiors. Sections cannot 
separate, and poles are self-erecting. Poles are held by sleeves on tent, and bottom 
ends lock into grommet tapes. 


SCREENDOORS, COOKHOLES AND VENTS: All tents have nylon net screendoors 
that close with nylon zippers. All tents come with 30” semi-circle cookholes 

set in floor. Aside from cooking during stormy weather they are very handy for 
cleaning out tent. Vents are installed on all tents and may be closed or opened 
from inside or outside.

In response to many requests, we are introducing a lightweight tent which will 
accommodate three adults, or two adults and two children. The combination of 
spaciousness and light weight will particularly appeal to backpacking families. 
Tent is hexagonal in floor plan and is supported by three exterior poles. This design 
is very stable and leaves the interior completely open. Tent is simple to erect, 
requiring only that the floor be carefully and evenly staked out. Floor and lower 
sidewalls (14” high) are of coated waterproof nylon. 14” lower sidewalls cant out 
from base to guyline attaching points. This increases interior space 14” above floor 
level to over 40 square feet.

WILDERNESS 


Our Wilderness tent has been a very satisfactory alpine tent, but we decided this 
year that it could be improved upon. Our goal was to make it lighter, lower the 
cost, provide more space and yet not diminish its stability and weather-tight design. 
We feel we have accomplished all of this. Weight of tent has been reduced by 
more than % Ib., while the interior room has been increased by 15%. Room was 
gained without increasing floor size; instead walls and lower side walls were re-cut 
and an additional side pullout was added. Entrance is now by a large tunnel door. 
Behind tunnel door is set a zippered screen door. Lower walls and floor are made 

of coated Nylport. Lower walls are 12” high and floor has zippered cookhole set by 
entrance. Large vents front and rear provide ventilation when tunnel entrance 

is closed. Tent fabric is 1.9 oz. ripstop. Angle poles are used at each end. 

As on all our tents, poles are shock cord interior so sections cannot separate. Pegs, 
guys and carry sack included.
